We e just had an object 
lesson of the utmost value in connection with 
this very subject. We have just emerged 
from a period of threo years of a weak 
Government, and we know what tho conse- 
quences of that weakness have been. At 
home, legislation has been paralysed and 
practically nothing at all has come of tho 
enormous muster of measures which have 
been paraded in successive Speeches from tbe 
Throne. Abroad, the world has seen England 
flouted by this Power and by that, and her 
traditional influence and authority iguored 
because her diplomacy has shown by its 
feebleness and vacillation the weakness of the 
Government behind it and the inability of 
the Foreign Office to count upon the support 
of the country in taking any decisive step. 
A weak Government has temporarily lost for 
England her rank among the great Powers, 
upon which depend the issues of peace and 
war and the making of the world's history. 
On the other hand, it is most noteworthy and 
Significant that the foreign press has gene- 
rally adopted a tone with regard to the recent 
change of Government which shows that the 
return of Lord Salisbury to power is regarded 
abroad as indicating a strong foreign policy 
on the part of England. From these con- 
Siderations it is apparent that the grcat 
danger that is to be discerned in the ap- 
Proaching General Election ie tho return ot 
a Unionist majority too weak to secure to 
the Government the moral support of the 
national will. Such a result would, we ven- 
ture to say, be nothing less than a national 
calamity. Putting considerations of home 
Politics out of sight altogether—though those 
Considerations are important enough in all 
€onscienee—it is absolutely indispensable that 
the power and prestige of England abroad, 
which have to some extent been impaired, 
should now be recuperated and sustained by 
the fact of the existence of a strong an 
Teally tative Governm»nt.
